22. Religio-Philosophical Structure in Jainism 

Dr. K. V. Suresh 

Jainism is a very ancient world religion with a history of over 3000 years, 
which originated in the Indian subcontinent, like Hinduism and Buddhism. 
Although it has some similarities with both traditions. Jainism is different from 
them with its own unique and distinguishing features. It is also older than 
Buddhism and is truly one of the most ancient and living religions of the world, 
besides Hinduism and Judaism. Jaina Dharma, as it is known popularly, is a truly 
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ascetic religion which places heavy emphasis upon ethical conduct, personal 
purity for the liberation of the individual Souls. It is a difficult and austere 
religion, from the earliest times. Jainism enjoyed popularity only among certain 
sections of Indian society, especially merchant communities. It is a 
predominantly Indian religion, with some following abroad. In this section 
included in sequence on the Structure of Philosophy, Religion, Metaphysics and 
Logic, Art and Architecture, languages and literatures etc. in a concise scrutiny. 

23. Prakrits of the Sanskrit Dramas 
Dr Anita Bandyopadhyay, 

Asso. Prof., Dpt. Of Linguistics, The Sanskrit College and Uni., Kolkata 

Prakrit languages belong to the Middle period of the Indo-Aryan language 
family. It has a direct connection with Old Indo-Aryan (popularly known as 
Sanskrit) and remotely possesses a relationship with the Parent language, ie. Indo- 
European. In this dissertation I have discussed the development of the Prakrit 
languages from the very beginning to the present day, which actually requires a 
survey of the Prakrit languages as used in the Sanskrit dramas. In the Sanskrit 
dramas some colloquial or archaic Prakrit forms are found, which shows, in fact, 
the progress or the development of the language between the dramas. 

In the Sanskrit dramas there are different characters for introducing different 
roles; and it is seen that they do not always use the chaste Vedic or Classical 
variety of the Sanskrit language. In general, Prakrits (or rather Common men’s 
Speech) are found mainly in the dialogue. How many varieties of Prakrits were 
used in the Sanskrit dramas, is not so easy to ascertain. There are some dialectal 
or old Prakrit form s as found in the Sanskrit dramas of Asvaghosa, Bhasa etc. So, 
in that case, the region where the drama came into being evolved, plays a vital 
impact on the drama. In this dissertation after a careful study of the Sanskrit 
dramas it is found that Saurasenl, MaharastrT, Magadhl and Ardha-Magadhl 
Prakrit forms have mainly been used by the Sanskrit scholars in their respective 
dramas. But the two varieties (Sanskrit and Prakrit) are never entirely merged. 
This type of analysis also reveals us to understand the amount of Prakritism which 
was prevalent in the Sanskrit dramas. So, for the study of the Sanskrit language 
and literature thoroughly, analysis of the Prakrit forms (with Prakrit phonetic 
changes) is very much interesting to me.

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29. A Comparative Study of the Portrayal of Kausalya In Light of the 

Aparajita-Narada Episode 

Aanando ghosh 

Jain Ramayana Puranas such as the Paumacariyam, Padma-Carita and the 
Paiimacariu were the first oppositional retellings of the Ramayana in Sanskrit, 
Prakrit and Apabhrarnsa languages respectively that sought to refute the 
authoritative version of Valmlki's narrative from a Jain perspeetive. Although 
they were a self-enelosed group and their respeetive narratives bore a struetural 
similarity, the eontents more often than not showed deviations in response to the 
tyranny of the popular plot. 

The paper diseusses the nature of this response through a eomparative 
study of the portrayal of Kausalya in light of the Aparajita-Narada episode. In 
doing so, it examines the strueture and eontent of the narrative through a 
philologieal and interpretative analysis. It also seeks to see how the eharaeter was 
accommodated into the narrators’ grand scheme of things. 

The researeh seeks to show that every redaetor made a eautious ehoiee in 
terms of innovation and following a tradition. Innovation was aimed either at 
dealing with the authoritative narrative or working on the predecessor’s mistakes. 
Despite modifieations in eontent, the idea of opposition was still strong in the 
form of characterization with minor female characters like Kausalya fitting well 
into the narrators’ ingenious design.

It is Darsnas, whieh explain the different ways for attaining the knowledge 
of Ultimate Reality or Moksha- the Paramapurushartha. WNwrsf ^ 

This is what the original goal of almost all of the orthodox sehools in Indian 
Philosophy. It is where we have to analyse the importanee attained to Panini 
Vavyakarana by transforming the same from the role of cikitsita of wrong usages 
to the mean for attaining Moksha. 

In the first Ahnika of Mahabhashya Patanjali replies, to the question of why 
only the benefits of studying Vyakarana is deseribed, thus- this was in the old 
Kalpa that the Brahmanas studied grammar after their upanayana. The Vedas 
were then taught to them who had a knowledge of the plaee of artieulation and 
the effort, internal and external, of sounds. But now it is not like that. After 
studying the Vedas they hasten to beeome teaehers thinking that, sinee they know 
Vedie words from the study of the Vedas and the loukika words from their eontaet 
with the world, the study of grammar is unneeessary. Then the Acarya 
affeetionately narrates to sueh seholars with wrong notions, this portion 
eontaining the benefits to be aequired from the study and henee the need of the 
study of grammar.

9. Jewish Malavalam; A Study Based on the Jews of Cochin

According to tradition and available records, Jews have been in Kerala, one 
of the Southern States, sinee at least the beginning of the Common Era. The 
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Kerala Community is distinct from Israel Jews centered in Bombay, Calcutta and 
other cities in central and northern India. In 1940s these were about 2500 
Malayalam speaking Jews in India and after 1948 most of them migrated to Israel. 
Today these are only a few of Jews left in Kerala but the Jewish Malayalam 
language is maintained by many of the immigrants of Israel, most of them elderly. 
Kerala Jews are known as Cochin Jews in the popular discourses of Israel and 
other ports of the world. They introduce themselves using name of places and 
synagogue. Today Kerala Jews who trace their origin to different local 
communities of Kerala, are reasserting their identities in their new settlement in 
Israel. 

This paper I try to analysis the history and tradition of Kerala Jews and the 
language they used. Judeo Malayalam is the traditional language of Cochin Jews, 
Judeo Malayalam is the only known Dravidian Jewish language. Since it does not 
differ substantially in grammar or syntax from other colloquial Malayalam 
dialects, it is not considered by mainly linguists to be a language in its own right 
but a dialect, or simply a language variation. Judeo Malayalam shares with other 
Jewish languages.

17. Proprietorship of Women As Prevailed In the Manusmrti with Special 
Reference to Rabha Community of North East India

The womenfolk hold a very signifieant plaee in the stud of the existing 
soeietal baekground. As per the seholars and their studies, men and women were 
believed to hold an equal standing as per the soeial order. The eontributions and 
aehievements of the females were well recognized applauded. Manu, the author 
of the most celebrated and significant ancient India Hindu Law, Manusmriti is a 
hub of various rules and regulations of the prevailing civilization. There are a 
number of instances proving the equal status of the men and women in those days. 
With this prospect, detailed study has been made with special reference to the 
Rabha tribe, a scheduled tribe in the plains of a district in Assam. The settlement 
of the tribe is scattered widely but populations is highly concentrated in the 
undivided Kamrup of Assam in the North Eastern part of India. The study tries to 
put up with a comparative study between the Manusmriti and the Rabha tribe 
based on the proprietorship of the womenfolk. According to Manu, the woman 
receives the property in the form of protection from all suffering throughout her 
life by the family members. But as per the Rabha tribe, the property division 
between the male and the female is done equally. The study reveals a number of 
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similarities and dissimilarities between the Manusmriti and the Rabha tribe of 
Assam.

and references from various related compositions. This certainly indicates that 
the work is a compilation of more than one text. The text is a very bigger one with 
twenty Vilasas with different subject matters. We will discuss the subjects 
discussed in those chapters one by one. The author in the first chapter mentioned 
the subjects serially as we get in the text.The first chapter is named as Gaurava 
Vilasa and it contains the discussion about the name and the author, tribute paying 
to lord Caitanya Mahaprabhu and his Gurus, content matter as to be discussed in 
the further chapters. Prescribing this much of rituals he at the end directed the 
devotees to meet and take decision from the Guru in case of any question or doubt, 
by which he indicated that in this cult Guru is just next to the godhead .Some 
other aspects will also be discussed with care in the paper which will encourage 
newer researchers to work with the text.

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2. Buddhist Concept of DhyaNa In MahaYaNa-SuTraLanKaRa 

Dr. Aruna ranjan Mishra, 

Professor, Department of Sanskrit, Pali & Prakrit, Visva-Bharati Santiniketan 

Mahayana-sutralankara is a principal prescriptive text of the Buddhist 
pantheon, which is based on four philosophico-religious branches, such as 
Vaibhasika-vada (in Sarvasti-vada of HTnayana), Sautrantikavada (in 
Sarvastivada of HTnayana); Madhyamika or Madhyamakavada (SarvasunyavMa) 
and Vijhanavada (Yogacara) - both of Mahayana sect of Buddhism. The present 
text is a major text of practical spiritualism (and less of Buddhist philosophy) 
advised for the propagation of Yogacara or the practice of meditation envisaged 
at the development of Vijhana or enlightenment that leads to Nirvana. 

Ary a Maitreya, the founder of VijhanavMa, is the author of the karikas of 
Mahayana-sutralankara. His disciple Arya Asahga, who propagated this Vada, 
added his exegesis to all those Karikas. Both were contemporary to 
Samudragupta (4* century A.D). So, the text is a combined proposition by both 
the teacher and taught. It contains 21 Adhikaras or Sections. Our present 
endeavour is to put together the process and idea of dhyana from these Adhikaras 
and make a brief analysis of it so as to arrive at the original concept of dhyana in 
the VijnanavMa.

7. Pilgrimage of Emperor Asoka: A Study from Inscriptions 

Mr Rahul Rao, 

Research Fellow, Department of Pali, University of Mumbai 

Buddha had emphasised for going on DhammaCarika, as per the evidence 
in Pali Literature in the Mahaparinibbana Sutta. We come across first pilgrim 
who walked on the footsteps of Buddha and completed his DhammaCarika none 
other than Emperor Asoka in the 3'^‘^ century BCE. This archaeological evidence 
can be traced through various Asokan pillars, Asokan minor and major Edicts 
which are on the pathways connecting to Buddhist pilgrimage sites. 

Emperor Asoka journey to Buddhist pilgrimage sites are more important 
than anyone in the history of Buddhism because these sites signified the 
connection with Buddha related to the events from his life, which he went ahead 
and constructed pillars at these places. Pillar Inscriptions at Lumbini, Bodhagaya, 
Sarnath, Vaishali, Sankissa and Kaushambi. Details from Minors Edicts stating 
how many days it had been travelling to complete this pilgrimage. 

Similar to this there are other references of Ahruara, Rupanath and 
Sahasram Minor Rock Edicts erected by Emperor Asoka which will be studied 
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and these inscriptions are in Pali Language which is giving details of his 
pilgrimage. How this inscription’s helps in understating the importance of 
pilgrimage and activities perform during the journey, similar to GPS study 
ancient signposts piously erected for the benefits of travellers and pilgrims so that 
they can easily denote the places associated with Buddha or with his disciples. 

8. Vipasana-- The Liberating Meditational Path

Buddhism is a practical philosophical thought which examines the ills of 
sentient life, discovers its cause, describes the removal of the cause and preaches 
the way to release from all sufferings.

10. Paleographic Aspects of Sinhalese Script based on Pali Manuscripts

The Sinhala alphabet, a descendent of the south Indian form of Brahmi 
script, started to appear in Prakrit inscriptions during the 3rd and 2nd centuries 
BCE. Traditionally, it is believed that the Pali Tripitaka first had written down of 
at Aloka Vihara in Sri Lanka. In traditional Buddhist countries like Sri Lanka, 
Myanmar and, Thailand, Buddhist scholars are still writing in Pali using their 
regional scripts. These texts are of great value as they are enriching the existing 
great corpus of the Buddhist literature. In Sri Lanka, the Pali manuscripts are 
written on Palm-leaves and in the old varieties of Sinhala scripts. There are 
numerous difficulties in deciphering these manuscripts due to the lack of 
knowledge in languages and the scripts.

13. Socio Economic Philosophy of Buddhism

The Socio-Economic philosophy of the Buddha or the contribution of the 
Buddha to the social and economic life of the mankind is the revolutionary one. 
He considers all men and women are equal. No one is superior or upper or lower 
by birth. The Buddha's teaching deals with the most universal of all human 
problems. At the time of the Buddha, the higher religious teachings were reserved 
for the Brahmins, a priviledged elite class, who performed sacrifices and rituals 
for others. Ordinary people were told to perform their duties in a spirit of 
humanity in the hope that they might get a fortunate rebirth. The Buddha flatly 
rejected the orthodox Brahmin view that a person's class status was an indication 
of his superiority. Within the Sangha, he completely disregarded all distinctions 
of social class. When the people of all four social classes go forth as monks in his 
teachings, they give up their social status and become known as simply as 
disciples of the Buddha. 

The social and economic philosophy of the Buddha's teachings stress 
communal harmony through the application of ethical principles to the social 
dimension of human life. He Laid down guidelines designed to promote our 
communal harmony and prosperity, (divine abodes) these are considered as 
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outstanding universal value for humanity and mankind. He suggested his 
followers to praetiee the Middle Way as a path to avoiding two extremes. 

Buddha taught us to understand and master our mind through the praetiee 
of the noble Dhamma. There is a greed in every man or woman. To eradieate the 
root eause of the greed, the Buddha invented and preseribed Vipassana 
Meditation, whieh is the greatest gift to the mankind. 

14. Different Causes and Signs of Death Of Devas

Etymologieally the Pali world deva appears to have been derived from the 
root div in the sense of playing, sporting or amusing oneself: dibbanti ti devd, 
pancahi kdmagunehi kllanti attano vd siriyd jotantl ti attho These supernormal 
beings are known by different names like the Deva (god) Devataidoity) or 
Devaputta (son of god). They also are defined in the dietionary as god, a divine 
being, as title attributed to any superhuman being or being regarded to be in 
eertain respeet above the human level. 

Death aeeording to the Abhidhamma -pitaka is a temporary end of 
temporary phenomenon. Death is not the eomplete annihilation of a being, death 
in one plaee means birth in another plaee. this is a natural proeess whieh also 
applied to the (Supernormal being) Devas. 

The above mentioned subjeet is related to my Ph.D. thesis work. This is an 
attempt to explain and diseuss with reference (Buddhavchana) to Pali - Literature. 
Who are (Supernormal beings) devas , different characteristics of the devas, cause 
of death and different signs appear before the death of devas are discussed in 
details that Deva or Devata are neither eternal nor immortal but are subjected to 
disease, decay and death .they are more or less like lay-disciples. 

15. 500 Years of Buddhism In Maharashtra [From 3*'*^ Bee To 2"*^ Cel An 
Archaeological and Numistaic Study

According to the Pali Literature, the teachings of Buddha- the Dhamma, 
has reached Maharashtra in the life-time of the Buddha only. But the

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Buddhism in Maharashtra from the 3*^^^ BCE. The Buddhist rock-cut architecture 
with its inscriptions, sculptures and paintings is the authentic source of Buddhist 
history in Maharashtra. 

Another major source is the trade and the traders of the period, with whom 
the monks travelled to the different parts of the world. The thriving Satavahana 
empire, the existence of the Western Kshatraps and the Roman trade gives enough 
evidence in the form of coins to show the presence of Buddhist culture at the time. 

This paper is just an attempt to combine the archaeological and numismatic 
evidences together and complete the picture of 500 years of Buddhism in 
Maharashtra from the 3'^‘^ BCE to 2"^^ CE.

we encounter an interesting event, which highlights the talent of the valuer, 
who value the kingdom of the Benares together with its king only a worth a single 
measure of rice! 

The topic entitled, “Commerce - Kayavikkaya'' as seen in “Jataka 
Atthakatha”. Here commerce means as the name suggest is the activity of buying 
and selling especially on large scale, it is interchange of goods, commodities, 
trade, business, social relations, especially exchange of views, attitudes etc. In 
pali ‘to buy’ is called 'kindti, kayati', buyer is called 'ketu or kayika' and buying 
is called 'kinna'. Also similarly to sell is called 'vikkindti, vikkTta', seller is called 
'vikketu, vikkdyika' and the selling is called as 'vikkinna'. Now buying can be 
defined as acquiring the possession of, by paying or promising to pay an 
equivalent. Whereas selling is defined as the last chain of the commerce where 
buyer exchange cash for seller’s goods or services. “Jataka Atthakatha” is the non 
canonical pali literature, believed to be composed after 4* century C.E. Consists 
of 547 Jataka stories i.e. stories of previous birth of Buddha. 


In Jataka stories we come across two types of traders, i.e. land trader 
(thalapathakammika) and sea trader (Jalapathakammika). Merchants {vdnija, 
setthi) going along with the caravan to other cities via deserts with their carts and 
oxen for selling goods. The paper will mostly cover the part of land traders in 
atita vatthu of Jataka atthakatha.

30. The Bodhi Tree; A Cultural Bridge between India and Sri Lanka

India is the holy land where Lord Buddha was bom. Sri Lanka, as well as 
certain other countries accepted the great religion founded by the Lord in India. 
In order to investigate these cultural interactions one should have an idea of India 
and her ancient civilization, especially from the cent. BCE onwards, from 
which period Buddhism was introduced in Sri Lanka. When the Indian 
missionaries brought Buddhism to this island they carried here (in Sri Lanka) with 
them not only the teachings of the Buddha but also the culture and civilization of 
Buddhist India. Almost all Buddhist rites, ceremonies, festivals of Sri Lanka 
were, with slight local modifications, were the continuation of Indian practice 
which early Buddhist missionaries introduced into this country.

Right concentration The main 
purpose of the Eightfold path is to produce by means of discipline, self 
understanding and intellect a new and better human being and to enable one to 
progressively mature towards the teaching of moral education of the individual. 
Educating the mind to right understanding, guiding speech, habits and profession 
into harmonious life patterns, cultivation of disciplines energy and meditative 
stilling of the mind.
